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XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 
No. 40.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for January, February, and March, 1920. 


January.—With the exception of a few localities in the Central agricultural districts, general 
deficiencies were shown in the rainfall for the month of January. ‘These were most marked in the 
Tropics and Murchison, and ranged from one to five inches. 

Over the Kimberley useful rains fell between the 16th and 22nd, but outside these dates the 
thunderstorms were few and far between. In the North-West division the absence of any heavy 
registrations was particularly noticed, and what falls did occur were in the form of light scattered 
thunderstorms. 

Over the goldfields and agricultural areas the month’s rainfall was practically confined to light 
gaugings on the Ist, 5th, 8th, and 9th. In isolated instances, however, these were sufficient to exceed 
the averages for the month. 


February.—February was a month of deficient rainfall in almost every portion of the State. 
In the Tropics the absence of the usual monsoonal rainfall was most marked, and the various stations 
showed deficiencies varying from 1 to 6 inches. An exception to this is noted at Bamboo Creek, 
where, owing to a heavy local thunderstorm of 171 inches on the 10th, a slight excess over the 
ordinary monthly total was recorded. As a result of the fairly good rain which fell over the Kim- 
berley in January, the present month’s deficiency would not be felt so severely as in the DeGrey, 
Fortescue, and Ashburton districts, where almost total drought conditions have been suffered through- 
out the present season. 

South from the tropic a heavy rainfall was registered between the 2lst and 24th over a 
restricted area on the Southern Coast between Denmark and Bremer Bay, extending northward through 
Kojonup and Arthur River to Wagin, and all stations within these boundaries reported substantial 
excesses. Over the remainder of the State only trivial showers fell here and there. 


March.—Three important rain-bearing disturbances visited the State during the month of March. 
The first, which was confined to the goldfields and parts of the Gascoyne, was responsible for some 
heavy falls, and largely contributed to the good monthly totals recorded over those areas. The 
others were of more general character, and occurred between the 12th and 14th, and during the 
last three days of the month respectively, The latter was the heavier, and the greatest registrations 
were met with in the Metropolitan area and over the North Coolgardie Goldfields. : 

In the tropics rainfall was again largely in defect of the normal values for the month. The 
only exceptions noted were at Broome and Fitzroy, where chance thunderstorms swelled the totals 
considerably, and at Onslow, which participated in the general downpour about the middlo of the 
month. 


The tropical deficiency extended Southward through Peak Hill and Meekatharra to Sandstone. 
Otherwise, excluding a few isolated localities, excesses were general South of the tropic, and were 
most marked over the West Gascoyne, the Eastern Agricultural Districts, and North Coolgardie 
Goldfield.
